Now, barely to read them, is to be 
convinced of this; for they will be found 
to reach almoſt all Orders of Men, ei- 
ther mediately or immediately, from the 
Judge to the Bailiff 's Follower, and 
from the Petitioner at the Bar to the 
Footman on the Stairs, and the Vagrant 
in. the Street: And it is fit for thoſe

that the Word Privilege is became as ſa- 
cred as the Word Law ; and that Igno- 
rance may be held as inſufficient a Plea, 
incaſe of an Offence, againſt the one as

Then for thoſe within, if we may 
preſume to ſpeak of them at all, it can 


ſcarce be ſaid, that they are qualified 
for the Truft repoſed in them, til they 
are acquainted, in ſome Degree, with the 
Methods in which it is to be diſcharged : 
And this is a known Truth, that Men of 
very {lender Parts, by rendering them- 
ſelves | thorough Maſters of the Forms of 
the Houſe, have made themſelves conſi- 
derable, have fancied themſelves to be 
more ſo ; and, by the mere Dint of 
calling to Order, and quoting Journals 
and Precedents, Teen e ſometimes defeated 
Arguments they could, not anſwer, and 
triumphed over Talents and Abilities that 
infinitely tranſcended their own ; which 
is all that need be ſaid to recommend a 
Study, hitherto, perhaps, too much neg- 
lected ; and to juſtify a Publication, that 
could never be more ſeaſonable, than 
when ſo many new Members are juſt en- 
tering into the Service of their Country.

Whereas his Majeſty, in his Royal Perſon, yeſter- 
day, being the fourth Day of January, 1641, did 
come to the Houle of Commons, attended with a great 
Multitude of Men, armed in a warlike manner, with 
Halberds, Swords, and Piſtols, who came up to the 
very Door of the Houſe, and placed themſelves there, 
and in cther Places and Paſſages near to the Houſe, to 
the great Terror and Diſturbance of the Members 
thereof, then ſitting; and, according to their Duty, 
in a peaceable and orderly manner, treating of the great 
Affairs of both the Kingdoms of England and Ireland; 
and his Majeſty, having placed himſelf in the Spea- 
ker's Chair, did demand the Perſons of divers Members 
of that Houſe to be delivered unto him : 

It is'this Day declared by the Houſe of Commons, 
That the ſame is a high Breach of the Right and Privi- 
lege of Parliament, and inconſiſtent with the Liberties 
and Freedom thereof. 

And therefore this Houſe doth conceive they can- 
not, with the Safety of their own Perſons, or the In- 
demnity of the Rights and Privilege of Parliament, fit 
here any longer, without a full Vindication of ſo high 
a Breach, and a ſufficient Guard, whetein they may 
confide ; for which both Houſes jointly, and this 
Houſe by itſelf, have been humble Suitors to his Ma- 
jeſty, and cannot yet obtain.
